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New N.H. Town Medals Found 
Sam Allen LM-100 
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Three new important N.H. town medals have been found and should be cataloged in the 
existing reference material on the subject. 


DOVER, N.H. 

. In addition to the official medal issued by Dover, N.H. in 1955 to celebrate it's 100th 
anniversary of incorporation as a city, a medal was issued by the American Legion for the state 
convention which made reference to the anniversary. Since there has already been a precedence 
set through the listing of the 1953 Nashua and 1948 Dover American Legion anniversary issues, it 
would seem appropriate to list this medal as well. 

Dover 1955 100th Anniversary 

Obverse: Field divided into two small circles. Top circle has blue enameled American Legion 
logo. Lower circle shows City Hall building. Remainder of field filled with thirteen 
stars. 

Reverse: Top, "Annual Convention Dept, of N.H. "/below, "Dover, N.H. 1855-1955". 

Bronze loop, 32 mm, plain edge, Whitehead & Hoag, Newark, NJ 


ELLSWORTH, N.H. 

The second medal was reported by Jack Jewell R-1090 and appears to be either a trial strike or W 
additional metal variety of the 1969 Ellsworth 200th medal/trade token. This medal is the same 
design as the traditional brass variety, but was issued in aluminum. I have attempted to research 
and document the origin and purpose for this issue, but everyone associated with the organization 
of the celebration has passed away. While its specific purpose may never be known, it is 
important that fellow collectors document this in their catalogs or reference material. 


BERLIN. N.H, 

This was issued by the Nansen Ski Club in 1924 to observe the Winter Carnival held in Berlin, 
N.H. that year. While this is not a town issue in the traditional sense, once again a precedence has 
been set in the listing of the aforementioned American Legion issues as well as the Manchester 
Winter Carnival medals of 1967-1972. 

Berlin 1924 Winter Carnival 

Obverse: At top, "Berlin, N.H./Winter Camival/1924"; below shows ski jumper, hockey player, 
figure skater, and snowshoer. 

Reverse: Engraved with name of featured sport and order of finish. 

Sterling loop suspended from red/white/blue ribbon, 35 mm, scalloped edge, no maker listed.

AftBr Ray died several towns donated their $12 
silver medal to the Ray VIheeler collection. Some 
wooden nickels and other items were also added.

3irt you dont. ha - ® 
have to be a real expert in your field to write aboutmit. Many publications are cry- 
ing for articles and will aocept anything that is reasonably written and researched. 

NENA i.ews is one of them as is TAMS Journal, The Numismatist, and just about any other 
club journal. All it takes is a sharp pencil and a sharp mind. 

Ultimately perhaps the collector wants to show it off in an ecnibit. This requires 
a large degree of' organization and artistry. Again, many organizations are in need of 
exhibits and give nice prizes to all participants. In NENA we recognize the need of the 
dollector to exhibit, and our need to have something to show the general visitor what the 
hobby is about. Our Annual Conference and Conventions stress the exhibits as they are 
vital to the nobby. If you have ever seen any of. my efforts, you know that it can't be 
that nard. I'll bet that most of youihere are certain that you can "do better than that,"
